It may, therefore, be opportune 
tossy alittle aboutthe coanect. 
ion between coal and shipping, 
and between sbipping and. the 
economic life of the country. In 
1913 we exported 76,688,446 tons. 
of coal and coke, axclusive of 
21,031,550 tons of bankers. For 
the cargo coal we received 
£53,009,000, plus freight and 
jnsurance money, bunker monay, 
dock charges, and port dus, 
estimated to be equlraient to 
a further £150,000,000. Our coal 
trade therefore brought into the 
country at least £200,000,000 par 
annum. Butits importance was 
much greater than even these 
figures show. Coal was the basis 
of onr shipping because it provid- 
ed the outward cargoes for our 
ships. This meant that the 
freight ‘money received for coal 
was used to reduca the cost of the 
homeward carriaga of imported 
foodstuffs and raw material. If 
we do not export coal we must 
pay more for our food and our 
Taw rosteriaL 

HINGISG OS COAL EXPoRT. 

Altogether we exported before 
the war 100,000,009 tons weight 
of goods, of which 76,700,000 tons 


per anpum, and enabled our ton- 
nage to compete on edventageons 
terms with the vessels of other 
nations for the carrying trade of 
the world. Shipping only. con- 
sists to & small degree in sending 
ships ont with coal and bring- 
ing them home with food. The 
tosjority of tramp business is far 
more couiplicated, and bafore the 
war (ramps represented more 
than 60 per cent. of our mer- 
cautile marine. We usad to ship 
65,690,000 tons of coa! a year to 
European countries, and of this 
total 40 per cent. about 25,000,- 
000 tons, was esrried ia British 
vessels. ~ . . 

Let us, to elucidate the matter, 
examine the cosl trade with 
Italy, That country was our 
largest Mediterranean markat. 
Our ships went out practically 
foll: the load index for the ont- 
ward Italian trade was 0.96! 
Homewsrd there is little cargo 
from Italy. The entrances from 
that country totalled only one 
and 4 half million tons, of which 
lover 900,000 tons were in ballast. 
Of outward British shipping, 
tozalling 2,500,000 tons, to Italy 
no less ther 1,890,000 tons did 
not return direct. Ithad business 
elsewbere, Part, the greater 
part, of this total of missing ton- 
nage used to wander up the 
Dardeuelles in ballast and load 
grain. oil, and ore st the Russiah 
and Roumanian porte—but not 
for this country. Only a quarter 
cf the British-shipping leaving 
the Dardanelles carried to the 
Cnited - Kingdom;

EVERY INDUSTRY AFFECTED. 

Now, what a numberof people 
want. to know Is why these facta 
have not been and are not 
brought home to the coalminar 
and his wife. The “Board of 
Trade Journal” of August 12 
estimates our inrisibla exports 
receipts from freight ‘and 
insorance—all cf-which are paid 
by the foreign buyer or charterer 
—at £500,00000)- per annum. 
They ought, if coalwere available 
for export, ta be wuch higher. 
But assuming ourselves satisfied 
with the eatimate, it cannot 
be. concealed that the minors are 
doing their best ro deprive the 
country of that amount. If our 
coal export collapses it must 
mean starvation. If we cannot 
exportcoal, we canrot import food, 
and in addition hundreds of thou- 
sands will be annemployed. The 
coal industry strikes at the whole 
shipping business. If ships can- 
not be opersted, new ships are not 
wanted; if new ships ore not 
wanted, the yards must close 
down, and with them the plate 
and angle mills snd many of the 
steel foundries. 

Tt is obviously somebody's duty 
to tell the misers the facts, and to 
edacate the people as to the pro- 
spects before them. The coal- 
owners cannot very well do so, 
the Government having stopped 
them from propaganda last April. 
Obviously, thosa who ough: to 
undertake the work are the 
shipping. shipbulding, and insur- 
ance interests. Evenif only the 
most selfish view is adopted, they 
stand to losa far more than the 
£300,000,000 invisible exports. 
True, tha lesding figures of the 
shipping community make 
speeches—but who reads them? 
Sir Thomas Fisher gave eloquent 
figures of the expenses of shipping 
in his speech a Glasgow, Buta 
speech that is. summarised in the 
dafly Press, is lost to the people 
who maten—she rank -and file of 
labopr, Oy, SE

CHINA'S PROBLEMS. © 


: It bas often been pointed out that one of the most serious 
problems Chins has to face is that of controlling the military 
“factions. Recent bistory has. proved that not only bas militarism 
< nearly brought the country to a state of bankroptcy but that it hss 
~ also succeeded in dividing the people agains themselves and still 
© farther delaying the dey of a united China. swe look at the recent 
"crisis in Canton we see that it all arose owing to.differences of 
opinion betwween men who had under their command more troops 
than were good for them. And in this connection southern China 
will have to faces serious problem in the near foture if there is 
ever to be restored that .peace and quiet so much to be desired. 
[There was quite a well reasoned leading article in the Canton Times 
‘on Saturday on the subject of the disbandment of the superfluors 
‘troops whieh have been raised during the course of the immediately 
“past events. 
-" Blow to getrid of these superfluous troops must be decided as 
‘once. The “ Canton for the Cantonese” movement has drawn wany 
organised factions uader its banner. While many of the soldiers 
B: havo enrolled themsetres for patriotic motives and with a hope that 
<a better government and s happier people and 5 more prosperous 
Canton may be gained by their action, nota few have joined the 
yank and file for wbat they could make out of soldiering and with a 
Lope that they had taken their first step towards wealth and fame. 
E .-"How to disband these untrained, loosely organised, undisciplined 
“and voluntary force is adifficult question. First of all Canton 
‘must make provision for the sending away of all the Kwangsi 
~ troops, of whom, together with the mea from Yunnan and Kwangst, 
“there ate some tuousands. Solongas they remain in Canton they 
are Dot only s menace to the public peace but they are costing more 
_ money. Tt hasbeen agreed that they shall be sent back provided 
the Cantonese comme forward with the money to pay for their 
services. The new recruits of the Cantog army have to be equipped 
and sustained and it is certain that for a very long time to come 
most of the money received by the. Military Government will be 
spent in military affzirs. And there is by no means unity among 
- the military leaders, even leaving out the dispute that looked so 
| gerious a few days ago. The problem has to be solved bow these 
= Jeadors are going to be united, and we fear that so long as these men 
“can get moreout of “independence” than “loyalty” they will 
always be recalcitrant. The Canton paper referred to above, having 
mentioned three of the leading parties in the south who are even 
now straggling for power ard who are watching each other with

18-year period 1901 to 1918 in- 
clusive, the average annua! pro- 
duction per man employed under- 
groond was §43,tons in the case 
of America, 718 tons in New 
South Wales, 715 in Nova Scotia, 
611 in British Columbis, 3592 in 
Germany 334 in Great Britain, 
and 302 in France.
